Resolved, That from the wonderful coincidences al- 
ready established between the Bible and Science, and 
from the constant change of ground by those who 
would bring them into conflict, we have reason to be- 
lieve that they will ultimately be seen to be in perfect 
harmony. 


Before speaking directly to this resolution, Mr. 
President, 1 wish to say that I accept the test of the 
Bible proposed by science ; understanding by science 
a statement of facts—and if it be not that, it has no 
relation to the truth of the Bible—I say that if the 


_ Bible does not coincide with it, the Bible must be 


given up. I go further, and say that if anything in 
the Bible can be shown to be contrary either to 
reason or fact, then the Bible, so far forth must be 
given up. 

True, the Bible was not given to teach science, 
but it implies it. It was given as a practical guide 


to man, and as much implies a science of man as 


practical directions for the working of a steam-engine 
imply a science of that. We therefore hold the 
Bible to its responsibility at this point. Ifit be from 
God, we should expect that there would be between 
it and all science having man for its subject, a co- 
incidence, incidental indeed, but full and perfect. 
And this we claim for the Bible. Here it is that 


we find the first of those great coincidences between 
that and science to which [ call your attention. 
_ We affirm, then, that by an observance of the 


ractical directions of the Bible every interest of the 
individual, both for this world and the next, would 
be secured ; and that society would rise to the high- 
est possible point in intelligence, and wealth, and 


power. We affirm that the science of man is im- 
plied in the practical directions of the Bible, precisely 
as that of the steam-engine would be implied in di- 
rections by which every piston and valve should 
work in harmony, and every conceivable end of a 
steam-engine should be reached. 

This is a point which I claim to have investigated ; 
and I say that the summary of the ten command- 
ments, given by our Saviour, is the very law of hu- 
man action that a scientific analysis of the human 
powers must give. Let man love God with all his 
heart, and his neighbour as himself, and all possible 
ends of the individual and of society will be reached. 
Thus, and thus only. Hence we say that there is a 
perfect coincidence between the Bible and all moral 
science, all political science, all social science, all 
science which would guide man to his end, or adjust 
the relations of man with man. Hence we say that 
the Bible is scientifically true, and must be received, 
whether it is inspired or not. We say that except 
as its directions are followed, educators, reformers, 
statesmen, will labour as in the very fire, and weary 
themselves for very vanity. We say, in short, that 
without the Bible social progress, beyond a certain 
point, is impossible ; but that with it, it may be in- 
definite, because the Bible implies not merely the 
comprehension of the highest sciences, but that ap- 
plication of them which is wisdom. 

And here, sir, I pray you look at the grand posi- 
tion of the Bible in its relation to science. It places 
itself wholly above it, not as ignoring it, but as im- 
plying it; as reading implies a knowledge of the 
alphabet. It gives its directions with authority, 
and leaves science to follow on, groping and object- 
ing, till at length with purged vision and enlarged 
horizon, it is compelled to believe and adore. 

The coincidences now mentioned are vital to the 
Bible as a practical book. They are perfect. But 
how is it with physical science ? It is on this, with 
its vast enlargement and complexity in these days, 
that objections are chiefly founded. Is it possible 
that such a book as the Bible can coincide with this? 
To this, then, we turn, end I observe : 
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1st. That there is a wonderful coincidence be- 
tween the Bible and Astronomy. 

This was once a great battlefield, as Geology is 
now. But now no one claims that there is any dis- 
crepancy between the language of the Bible and the 
facts of Astronomy. On the other hand, marvellous 
—if we consider the time when the Bible was writ- 
ten, and the puerile conceptions then generally en- 
tertained of the nature of God and of the physical 
heayens—most marvellous is it that the Bible should 
stand to-day in its conceptions of God and in its ref- 
erences to Astronomy, in full correspondence with 
the completed science and with the telescopic heav- 
ens. Yes, sir, these circling and revolving spheres, 
these suns sown broadcast throughout immensity, 
do still but “declare the glory” and “show the 
handiwork”’ of the God of the Bible.. 

To any one who understands what the Milky 
Way is, or who has seen the great nebula in Orion’s 
Belt, how utterly inadequate and paltry is the Ho- 
meric conception of Jupiter upon Olympus surround- 
ed by his rabble of gods! But the God of the Bible, 
“the King Eternal, Immortal, Invisible ;” ‘the 
High and Lofty One, who inhabiteth eternity,” still 
stands in such contrast to these mightiest of his 
works, that it may now be said, as fitly as of old, 
““When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy 
fingers.”’? Surely the Bible and these works must 
be trom the same God. 

We next turn to Geology. Finding no solid ob- 
jections among the stars, infidelity has sought them 
among the rocks. But, sir, we claim Geology as 
coinciding with the Bible, especially if we take it in 
connexion with Chemistry. 

And ist. As the Bible says, “In the beginning,” 
so does Geology. It says unequivocally, that for 
all organization on this earth there was a “ begin- 
ning.” This is a great point. It puts an end to all 
infidel objections on the ground of an infinite series. 

2d. Geology shows, as against the development 
theory, that the earliest members of all known spe- 
cies were perfectly formed. It goes against theory 
negatively, but powerfully, by giving no indication, 
not the faintest, of any animal in a transition state 
from one species to another. 


3d. Geology gives the same order of the creation, 
from the first appearance of organization, with the 
Bible. It gives us, first plants; then water, ani- 
mals, and fowls ; then cattle and creeping things; 
and then man. In regard to the last four days or 
epochs of creation, it is conceded that the Bible and 
Geology coincide. The difficulties are found in the 
first two. But here the coincidence is just as per- 
fect if we seek it where we should, not in Geology, 
but in Chemistry. This is no place for explanation ; 
but [ have heard a lecture from the Professor of 
Natural History in the college with which I am 
connected, Prof. Chadbourne, and which I hope will 
soon be published, in which he showed a perfect co- 
incidence at this point between the Bible and Chem- 
istry. Sir, if Hugh Miller had been a chemist as 
he was a geologist, he would have settled this whole 
question, as he virtually did settle it in regard to 
the last four days. In my mind it is settled; and I 
venture to predict that within ten years Geology 
will take its place by the side of Astronomy in the 
public mind, as rendering full homage to the Bible. 

But again, Geology coincides with the Bible in 


its predictions of the future. Nature predicts the | 


future through experience of the past. If a comet 


has come six times we expect it the seventh. If th 

great upheavals and transformations and epochs of 
which geologists speak have occurred six times in the 
past, then there is in them a prediction that there will 
be yet another. Then does Geology take its stand 
by the side of the Bible, and with blended voices 
they ery, ‘‘ Nevertheless, we, according to his prom- 
ise, look for new heavens and a new earth”’ It is 
only the Bible that explains all, and justifies all, 
and gives promise of permanence in the time to come 
by placing all upon a moral basis and adding, 
‘“‘ wherein dwelleth righteousness.”’ 

And not only do the Bible and Geology agree re- 
specting the future fact, they indieate the same 
manner of accomplishing the fact. The Bible says, 
‘“The heavens and the earth which are now, are 
kept in store, reserved unto fire.’ Chemistry says, 
water will burn. Your firemen will tell you the 
same thing. Geology says that we live upon a 
cooled crust, and that the central parts of the earth 
are liquid fire. Let now one of those forces for the 
upheaval of continents, which geologists have at 
their command when they need them, break up the 
bed of the Pacific ocean, and let down the ocean of 
water upon the ocean of fire, and how long would 
it be before the old chaos would be upon us? Or, if 
we take the dynamic theory of heat, Tyndal tells us 
that simply to stop the earth in its orbit would gen- 
erate heat enough to dissipate the whole of it into 
vapour. I suppose, sir, that is secience—as much so, 
certainly, as the speculations of geologists. Add to 
this what is now known of the decomposing and 
rending power of the all-pervasive imponderable 
agents, of which we can have no conception—why, 
sir, Faraday says, that in a single drop of water 
there is latent electricity enough for an ordinary 
flash of lightning—add this, I say, and we shall see 
that science joins with the Bible in labelling this 
earth, “reserved unto fire.” 

These are some of the points of coincidence. 
What are those, now, of alleged difference ? 

It is said, first, and in general, that in affirming 
miracles the Bible goes against the scientific instinct, 
the instinct of uniformity and order. But, sir, a per- 
sonal God being conceded, a miracle through his 
will is no more a violation of uniformity or order 
than any change in nature by the intervention of 
human will. All such changes are a violation of 
mere natural uniformity and order, and hold the 
same relation to the laws of nature that a miraele 
does. They are both simply parts of a higher order. 

With this premised, omitting pantheistic specula- 
tions, which are not science, and Geology, as al- 
ready spoken of, I observe that the questions now 
pending between the Bible and science may all be 
reduced to those respecting the mode or time of the 
origin of man. ifihm 

One system, calling itself science, says that man 
originated by development from animalcule, work- 
ing up during long ages through maggots, and tad- 
poles, and lizards, and monkeys, till at length, the 
tail was dropped, and the monkey became a man. 
Yes, sir, there are men who eall this science, 
and believe it, and yet wonder at the credulity of 
those who believe the Bible. Credulity! Sir, lean 
conceive of no greater credulity than that which can 
believe that the whole vast system of organized 


being, interdependent, divided into species, prevaded — 
throughout by the sexual relation, is the result of 


what they call development. If, sir, you wish for 
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a specimen of credulity of the first water, take the 
following from Darwin himself: ‘In No:th America 
the black bear was seen by Hearne swimming for 
hours with widely open mouth, thus catching, like 
a whale, insects in the water. Even in so extreme 
a case as this, if the supply of insects were constant, 
and if better adapted competitors did not exist al- 
ready in the country. I can see no difficulty in a race 
of bears being rendered by natural selection more 
and more aquatic in their structure and habits, with 
larger and larger mouths, till a creature was pro- 
duced as monstrous as a whale.’’? There is science 
for you! It is perfectly plain now how the whale 
came to have a mouth large enough to swallow up 
Jonah. 

Another system denies the unity of the race; and 
still another affirms its great antiquity. 

Concerning both these we say, first, that they are 
of very recent origin; and second, that neither of 
them is generally received by scientific men, or can, 
as yet, be called science. It is with science that 
we have to do, not with conjectures and disputes. 
Facts are one thing ; inferences another. Hasty infer- 
ences, unauthorized generalizations, on both sides, 
have been the reproach of those sciences that have 
been in conflict with the Bible. And, sir, I would 
suggest to the defenders of the Bible on these points, 
as well as to its opponents, whether, in investiga- 
ting facts so ancient and obscure and complex, they 
may not learn something of modesty and caution 
from words addressed to one of old, who evidently 
had gone beyond his depth in geological speculations : 
“Where wast thou when I laid the foundations of 
the earth? declare, if thou hast understanding. 
Who hath laid the measures thereof, if thou know- 
est ? or who hath stretched the line upon it? Where- 
upon are the foundations thereof fastened ? or who 

ath laid the corner-stone thereof?” “ Knowest 
thou it, because thou wast then born? or because 
the number of thy days is great ?” 

There is, sir, one part of the resolution to which 
I have searcely referred. It is that which speaks of 
the change of ground by those who object to the 
Bible. This has been constant from the time of 
Galileo down to the famous zodiac of Dendera, and 
till the present day. But this is implied in what I 
have said, and I will not detain you with it. 

And now, sir, are not the coincidences of the Bible 
with science wonderful ? Considering the time and 
mode of its origin, are they not conclusive that it is 
from God. And this being so, it must be that the 
works and the Word of God shall ultimately be seen 
to coincide. There must be in them for the race 
that unity which they had for him of Patmos, when 
he heard them conspiring in the one song of Moses 
and the Lamb; the voice of science saying, “Great 
and marvellous are thy works, Lord God Almighty ;”’ 
and Revelation responding, ‘‘ Just and true are thy 
ways, thou King of saints.”

_A city tract missionary says in a recent report: 
One of our most efficient female visiters became ac- 
quainted with a pious woman, who bad an infidel 
husband, who was often outrageous in his opposition 
to religion. The visiter, remembering the contra- 
diction her Saviour endured for her, bore the poor 
misguided man’s taunts and sneers with meekness,

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on ‘Thursday, the 1st 
inst., at half past three o’clock, P. M.; Wm. B. 
Crosby, Esq., Vice President, in the chair, assisted 
by Wm. Whitlock, Jr., Esq., Vice President. 

The Rey. Dr. Taylor read a part of the 119th 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Six new auxiliaries were recognised ; one in each 
of the States of Maine, lowa, and Michigan, two in 
Nebraska, and one in Colorado Territory. 

Interesting communications were received from 
Rev. James Hickey, Monterey, stating the encour- 
aging distribution of the Scriptures in Mexico; from 
Mr. Thomas E. Sutherland, Lima, in regard to ar- 
rangements for circulating the Scriptures in that 
place; from Rey. David Trumbull, Valparaiso, with 
an account of the successful operations of the Val- 
paraiso Bible Society ; from Mr. Andrew M. Milne, 
Rosario, A. C., with a gratifying account of the 
commencement of his agency in the Argentine Con- 

, federation; from Rev. C. H. Doering, Basle, sending 
a copy of the resolutions of the German Conference 
in regard to the American Bible Society and its 
work in Germany and Switzerland ; from Rev. L.S. 
Jacoby, Bremen, with statements as to the spread of 
the Scriptures among the army in Schleswig Hol- 
stein and elsewhere, and asking an additional grant 
of funds, which was made; from Rey. C. Willerup, 
Copenhagen, sending an account of the distribution 
of Scriptures in behalf of this Society in Denmark ; 
from Rev Dr. Butler, Bareilly, India, in regard to 
the work in that Mission, and saying that the print- 
ing of the Book of Psalms is in progress there ; from 
Rey. I. G. Bliss, in regard to the shutting up of the 
Bible depot by the Turkish authorities. 

Grants of books were made to the American Sun- 
day School Union ; to the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions; Testaments for a 
mission school at Ifumi, Natal, Africa; German 
Testaments to the South Western Bible Society, New 
Orleans; 3,174 volumes were granted to supply 
Federal troops, and 1,200 volumes for prisoners of 
war at Point Lookout and Elmira; thirty-six vol- 
umes to a Baptist missionary to China, for distribu- 
tion on shipboard; 206 volumes for distribution in 
vessels sailing to foreign ports. In funds, $2,000 
were granted to the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, for Germany. 

The Book of Psalms in Arabic, printed at Beirit, 
was laid before the Board. 

The receipts for August were $53,459 88; the is- 
sues, 124,313 volumes. 


Our Finances. 

We regret to say that our receipts are now falling 
considerably short of our payments. Our grants to 
our army and navy, hospitals, freedmen, etc., and 
also to ‘‘the other side of the lines,’ have been very 
great. To the United States Christian Commission 
alone nearly one million volumes of the Scriptures 
have been granted, besides to the various other 
channels of supply for the objects named, and at a 
continually and greatly increasing cost of the books. 
The new levy of 500,000 men is to be supplied with 
the Word of Life; and we trust the friends of the 
Bible will enable us to do this promptly. Our for- 
eign work has become very extensive, as well as pros- 
perous; but our remittances are made at a rate of 
exchange exceeding the price of gold. It will thus 
be seen that a much greater sum is required than in 
years past to fulfil the duty which devolves upon 
us. We look confidently to the friends of our Cause 


for the means.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 

During the month of July, reports were received from 
twenty-eight of the Society’s Agents, and the results of 
their labours are as follows: Auxiliaries visited, 145; 
Bible meetings held, 218; anniversaries of Bible socie* 
ties attended to, fifty; auxiliaries and branch societies 
organized or revived, forty-seven; Bible sermons and 
addresses delivered, 290; letters written on the Soci- 
ety’s business, 2,260; miles travelled in behalf of the 
Bible cause, 14,098; amount collected in the form of 
donations, $9,015 86; amount collected in the form of 
sales, $2,145 00; amount paid into the Parent treasury, 
$10,533 33; amount paid into the treasuries of auxilia- 
ries, $342.86; subscriptions received, $1,346 33; num- 
ber of families visited, 16,744; number of destitute fam- 
ilies found, 1,225; number of families supplied with the 
Scriptures, 1,115; number of destitute individuals sup- 
plied, 519; number of Sabbath and other schools sup- 
plied, thirty-five; number of Bibles and Testaments dis- 
tributed in the army and navy, 591; number of yolumes 
distributed by sale, 1,344; and the number distributed 
by donation, 1,029.

Mr. WIti1AM GuILD, of RHopE IsLanp, gives an inter- 
esting account of his visit to the United States hospital 
at Portsmouth Grove, R. I., having gone through all the 
wards, and conversed with every man both within and 
without the hospital. German, French, and Spanish 
Testaments were called for, and one was wanted in the 
Irish vernacular, all of which he supplied. “The for- 
eigners,” says he, ‘appeared to be highly gratified with 
the gift; many of them were very intelligent persons, 
and some of them were church members.” Mr. Guild 
has ascertained that there are not far from six or eight 


hundred Germans in the city of Providence, very many.

and he is about taking measures to supply them with

their assembling once a week to read the Bible, and the 
proposition meets with their approbation. 

Rey. E. F. Suarrer, Agent for the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, says: “It is gratifying to see that amid 
all the calls for personal charity, the interest in our 
good work is in no degree abated.” 

Mr. Z. Wuirruesey, in EASTERN New York, is meet- 
ing with pleasing success in his work in the county of 
Westchester; the churches in Peekskill, and the friends 
of the Bible cause in that vicinity, responding to his 
application for means with a good degree of liberality. 
He has visited 800 families there, and found a consid- 
able destitution of the Scriptures prevailing. 

Rey. Mr. R1cHARDSON, of CENTRAL NEw York, speaks 
of the Female Bible Society which was organized in 
Moravia, last year, as ‘‘an active, useful, and very effi- 
cient auxiliary of the county society, and one that he 
designs to hold up as a model for some others which 
are soon to be instituted.” 

Rev. Mr. Dre Puy, of WEsTERN NEw York, reports 
that several Baptist churches in his field are beginning 
to co-operate once more very cordially with the Ameri- 
can Bible Society; that the Erie Annual Conference of 
the M. E. Church passed resolutions commending our 
Cause to the churches within its bounds; and that his 
efforts to promote the Bible work have met generally 
with a good degree of success. 

Rey. Dr. SHELDON, of New Jersey, furnishes an 
interesting statement respecting the recent Bible anni- 
versaries in the counties of Somerset, Hunterdon, and 
Warren, which he very aptly denominates ‘‘ mass meet- 
ings of the members and friends of the Bible society,” 
and which he describes as meetings of peculiar useful- 
ness and interest. At the first two of these meetings 
there were from 800 to 1,200 persons in attendance; the 
services were held in the morning and afternoon; an 
excellent collation was provided at the recess, for visiters 
from a distance; very able and instructive addresses 
were delivered; and much good, it is believed, was ac- 
complished. The Warren County anniversary, though 
not so large on account of a storm, was an occasion of 
great interest and profit, as many present can testify. 
“These meetings,” says Dr. Sheldon, “are a great trib- 
ute to the Rible and the Bible cause; they show great 
effort to sustain the Cause, persons riding in their own 
conveyances. five, ten, and even twenty miles to be in 
attendance, and many clergymen, leading civilians, and 
aged, hoary-headed persons being present; they are a 


-great and blessed means of educating the people in right 


views of Christian action and benevolence; they beto- 
ken great diligence in the home work; and they are, I 
trust, an earnest of still greater triumphs of the blessed 
Cause in other lands.” 

Rev. Mr. Tizton, of CenTRAL OHI0, gives a good 
account of our effort to supply prisoners of war and 
others at Camp Chase near Columbus, and on Johnson’s 
Island near Sandusky. In relation to the latter, he says 
that the prisoners and their guards have both been well 
supplied with the Scriptures ; that the garrison averages 
about 10,000; that the troops which compose the garri- 
son do not remain very long, and then that it becomes 
necessary to repeat the work of distribution very often ; 


and that all possible efforts are made to keep the post 


well supplied. 
Rev. Mr. Herr, of SourHwEsTERN Onto, reports very 


decided progress in the Bible Cause in his field, show- 
ing that in many of the auxiliaries under his care there 
has been an advance upon the receipts of the previous 
year, and that in Pickaway County that advance was 


t , $400 to $1,000, while in Franklin County the receipts

were more than doubled. The Montgomery County 
Bible Society has just finished its canvass with good 
results. 

Rey. Mr. Lory, of Inirors, reports having paid 
into the Parent Treasury, during the month of July, 
$2,286 57, and that 1,172 families were visited during the 
same period, 355 of them having been found destitute of 
the Scriptures, nearly all of which were supplied. The 
whole amount of receipts from sales and donations from 
his field in July was $6,954 04. 

Rev. Mr. WELBURN, of WESTERN KENTUCKY, says 
that his work among the Germans in Louisville is very 
encouraging ; and he closes his report by saying, “I de- 
light in my Bible labours, and long for more peaceable 
times, that I may prosecute them with more success 
than I can now.” 

Rey. Mr. Wrieut, of Missourt, writes: “ Practical 
difficulties thicken before me to impede my work, and 
yet Iam making some progress. I have revived several 
auxiliaries, organized one new society at Macon City, 
and replenished several exhausted depositories. I am 
often asked: ‘What can you do in these times?” My 
reply is, that the Cause is so good, and so manifestly 
owned of God, that I often exceed the suggestions of 
my unbelief, and surprise myself. I realize more and 
more the power of the Bible as a grand pacificator; by 
its influence, we may hope that God will, ere long, ‘still 
the tumult of the people.’ Kecently, five denomina- 
tions suspended their religious services for a union Bible 
meeting—a thing that has not been done here for five 
years past. No other cause, I presume, could have 
secured such a union of the churches in that city; and 
when the excitement and terror of this period shall have ~ 
passed away, I shall look for a great increase of this 
blessed Christian unity and effort. Your noble Society 
will doubtless be taxed again in supplying Testaments 
for the nine new regiments to be raised in Missouri by 
a recent military order; and this demand will be met 
promptly and cheerfully, as every other has been during 
the war, without regard to section or sect.” 

Ruy. Mr. Fort, of Nepraska and Daxora, reports 
having supplied with the Scriptures two military camps, 
one hospital, one guardhouse, and one company of Iowa 
volunteers. Both officers and men received the gift 
respectfully and gratefully. Mr. F. also reports haying 
organized the Washington County Bible Society, an 
institution that bids fair to be very efficient and useful. 

Rev. Mr. Cree, of Cotorapo and New Mexico, in 
his report, speaks of the difficulties which have arisen 
in his field, growing out of the unfriendly operations of 
the various Indian tribes there; but gives us assurances 
of the growing interest of the friends of the Bible in 


' that region in our work.

Reports of Auxiliaries. 

MAINE. Unrton Bisie Socrery or BUCKSPORT AND 
Vicinity reports, that during the last winter and spring 
it has thoroughly canvassed and supplied its field, visit- 
ing 400 families, and finding forty-five Protestant fam-_ 
ilies destitute of the Scriptures, all of which were sup- 
plied. Roman Catholic families were offered the same 
precious gift, but they declined to receive it.. 


NEW YORK. West STEvBEN Brs_E Socinty reports 
having canvassed and supplied eight townships in its 
field during the past year, its distributer, Rev. 8. Pear- 
sall, having visited 2,116 families and found fifty-three 
of them destitute of the Scriptures. Steps were taken 
at the last annual meeting, on the 18th of July, to place 
the Word of God in all the hotels in the field in accord- 


ance with the resolution of the Parent Society. 
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NEW JERSEY. Morris County Bisie Soorrry 
reports a decidedly growing interest in the Bible cause 
in its field. ‘‘The receipts for this object,” it states, 
“have been steadily increasing in the churches, until 
the society now occupies the third place in the State 
among the contributing auxiliaries of the American 
Bible Society. Formerly, its anniversaries were poorly 
attended; now, wherever held, they call out a large 
audience, and bring together, from various parts of the 
county, the earnest friends of the Bible. One of its 
most pleasant anniversaries was held on the 20th of 
, June, in the Congregational Church in Chester, at which 
earnest and stirring addresses were made, both by min- 
isters and laymen.” The speakers were, Theodore Lit- 
tle, Esq., the president of the society, Rey. J. T. Crane, 
D.D., Rev. 8. L. Tuttle, from the Bible House in New 
York, Hon. John Hill, Rev. B. C. Magie, Rev. Charles 
Mills, and Rev. Dr. Sheldon, Agent of the American Bible 
Society for New Jersey and Delaware. The amount of 
contributions to the Bible cause in the county for the 
year was about $1,750. One thing which contributes to 
enhance the interest of this auxiliary’s annual meetings 
is the fact that its business is transacted in the morning 
session, and its addresses are delivered in the after- 
noon. 

WaRREN County Brste Society held a very in- 
teresting annual meeting in Belvidere on the 17th of 
August last. The society’s receipts for the past year 
amounted to’ $909 19, and its sales at the depository 
to $202. Under the direction of the society, Mr. Agin 
has visited 5,114 families in the county and found 448 of 
them destitute of the Bible, the greater part of which 
were supplied. The value of Bibles and Testaments 
donated and sold by him in the prosecution of his work 
was $441 72. Very animating addresses were made at 
the anniversary by the Rev. Dr. Sheldon, the Parent 
Society’s representative in New Jersey and Delaware, 
Rey. Messrs. Henry M. Brown, Alfred Youmans, and 
D. Kerr Freeman, and Rey. George W. Junkin, D.D., 
the founder and former president of Lafayette College, 
at Easton, Pa. 

DELAWARE. Sussex County Brsie Society held 
its annual meeting, in the courthouse in Georgetown, 
on the 21st of July. All the proceedings on that occa. 
sion indicate that the society is still efficiently and suc- 
cessfully prosecuting its work, ‘“ Excellent and appro- 
priate addresses,” writes the corresponding secretary, 
“were delivered by Rev. Messrs. A. Wallace, A. Freed, 
and J. Cook, and Rey. Dr. Sheldon.” Appropriate men- 
tion was made of the death of the Hon, David Hazzard, 
late governor of Delaware, and “an ardent friend of the 
Bible society,” and of Lieut. Thomas H. Forks, ‘one 
of the valued vice presidents” of this auxiliary. 


OHIO. Stark County, East, Brste Society sends 
us, through its secretary, the following encouraging 
statement in relation to its condition: “The records of 
the past year exhibit an unusual degree of prosperity in 
this society, its receipts being considerably in advance 
of those of any year since its organization. It embraces 
. about one half of the county of Stark, and has nine 
branch societies and sixty local agents. Its receipts for 
the past year were $414 40, and it has visited, in the 
work of exploration, about 900 families. It has pur- 
chased and paid for Bibles and Testaments to the value 


having visited 2,581 families, and found 195 of them des- 
titute, most of which were supplied. 

Prokaway CounTy BiBLzE Socrery, at its annual meet- 
ing on the 13th of June, reports having received into 
its treasury during the year $1,236 32, and visited 3,624 
families, of which 375 were found destitute of the Scrip- 
tures, and all of which were supplied except forty-eight, 
which declined to receive them. In the progress of the 
canvass, ten Sabbath schools were supplied, as well as 217 
children. There are fourteen branch societies connected 
with this active auxiliary, and 226 voluntary agents. 

FRANKLIN FEMALE Bre_e Society held a very inter- 
esting anniversary in Lebanon on the 25th of July. The 
receipts of the society amounted to $183 60, and the 
managers report that during the past year its field has 
been thoroughly canvassed and supplied. After paying 
for this work, and paying also for a good supply of 
Bibles for its depository, the society made a donation of 
sixty dollars to the Parent Society, by constituting Mrs. 
Mary V. Taylor and Mr. Wm. D. Schenck life members 
of that Institution. 

CLARKE County Brsie Socrety reports having vis- 
ited 1,450 families, and found twenty-four destitute of 
Bibles, all of which were supplied. The receipts of the 
society for the year amounted to $1,531 50. 

Union County BisLE Society received into its treas- 
ury last year $346 61, sold Bibles and Testaments to the 
value of $112 15, and still has books in its depository to 
the value of $48 90. 

CARDINGTON AND VICINITY Brs_E Socrpty disposed 
of Bibles and Testaments, during the year past, to the 
value of $218 55, and still has in its central depository 
and its branches books to the value of $338 10. The 
tield of this auxiliary has recently been thoroughly can- 
vassed and supplied. 

FayETte County BisLE Soctrety celebrated its four- 
teenth anniversary in Washington during the month of 
June, The receipts of the society amounted to $148 30, 
and the value of Bibles and Testaments now in its depos- 
itory is $188 63. 

Marion County BrsiE Socrety reports that it has 
an active branch society in every township in the county 
excepting two; that during the past year 1,100 families 
were visited by its distributing agents; and that only 
thirteen families were found destitute of the Scriptures. 
The receipts of the society for the year amounted to 
$735 05. 

INDIANA. SueLBy County Brste Society is en- 
joying a good degree of prosperity. The treasurer, 
Mr. Wm. Hacker, writes us: ‘We have had an agent 
employed in a thorough canvass of our county, and he 
has nearly completed his work, having secured money 
enough to pay off our entire indebtedness to the Parent 
Society, including our last bill of books, and leaving our 
society with nearly $100 worth of books in its depos- 
itory. So you see that while we are obliged to attend 
to many other things, the Bible cause is not neglected 
by us.” 

RICHMOND AND VICINITY BistE Socrery held its 
ninth annual meeting on the 2lst of August. ‘The 
meeting was large,” writes the secretary, ‘the exercises 
were interesting and profitable, and the affairs of the 
society are in a promising condition.” The receipts of 
the society for the year past amounted to $282 20, the

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ILLINOIS. Srernenson County Brsie Society is 
in a very prosperous condition. Its receipts last year 
amounted to $1,359 49, of which $277 72 were from new 
contributors. Through its agent, Rev. J. Hinton, it 
visited 1,445 families, found only twenty-eight of them 
destitute of the Scriptures, and supplied them all, either 
by sale or donation. The society constituted thirteen 
persons life members of the Parent Society during the 
year, at an expense of $390, all of which, of course, was a 
donation to that Institution. There have been sold from 
the county and branch depositories, in the course of the 
year, Bibles and Testaments to the value of $636 64; 
while donations of books have been made to the res- 
ident destitute, to the value of $35 62, and for the sup- 
ply of volunteers in the army to the value of $50 20. 

Du Pace County Brste Society held its twenty- 
fourth annual meeting at Wheaton on the 11th of May. 
The society is in a very prosperous condition, its receipts 
for the last year amounting to $890 54. 

MarsHALL County Briste Society is in a very pros- 
perous condition. It has just completed the thorough 
canvass and supply of its field, and its receipts indicate 
that it is continually securing a new hold upon the 
hearts and resources of the community in that vicinity. 
Rey. John Thompson, who has had charge of the Bible 
canvass in that county, writes us: “The first year when 
I visited this field, in 1861, the amount raised for the 
Bible cause was $390 47; while in 1862 it was $545 05; 
in 1863 it was $849 35; while during the year just closed 
it was increased to $1,152 50. The value of Bibles and 
Testaments donated and sold during the progress of the 
canvass was $340 50.” The number of families visited 
by Mr. T. and the voluntary agents co-operating with 
him was 1,578; while the number which were found des- 
titute of the Scriptures, and for the most part supplied 
with them, was thirty-two. The number of pledges and 
contributions for life membership of the Parent Society 
was fifty-three. “This county,” says Mr. T., ‘“‘stands 
among the first counties in Illinois for its interest in 
the Bible cause, as shown by the amount of its contri- 
butions, as well as by the number of Bibles and Test- 
aments there put into circulation.” 


IOWA. Muscatine County Brisie Society reports 
its receipts for the year past as amounting to $395 21, 
and its sales and donations of Bibles and Testaments to 
$335 19. The society’s distributer visited 980 families, 
and found that 118 of them were destitute of the Scrip- 
tures. y 

MISSOURI. Boucuanan County BIBLE SOCIETY was 
reorganized in St. Joseph, on the 19th of June, and has 
entered upon its labours again under very favourable 
cireumstances. An able board of executive officers and 
managers was chosen to direct the society’s operations. 

WISCONSIN. Bstort Brste Sociery is adopting 
measures to awaken an increased interest in the Bible 
work im the field committed to its care. : 

OREGON. Orecon STATE BrsiE Society held its 
fifteenth anniversary in the city of Portland on the 11th 
of May. The annual sermon was preached by the Rev. 
C. C. Stratton; and measures were adopted to bring 
the existence of the society, and the fact that it keeps a 
depository of Bibles and Testaments, before the minds 
of the inhabitants of Oregon, and of the Territories of 
Washington and Idaho. 

We have received official reports during the past 
month from the following auxiliaries: Knightstown and 
Vicinity, Clinton and Vicinity, and Hagerstown and Vi- 
cinity, Ind. ; Woodbury County and Powesheik County, 
Towa; West Unity, Ohio; and Baldwin City and Ossa- 
watomie, Ks. We have also received official notice of 
the resuscitation of the following, to wit: those of 
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Audrain County, Knox County, Scotland County, Can- 
ton, Lewis County, Randolph County, and Andrew 
County, all in the State of Missouri,

Nassau Hall Bible Society, New Jersey. 

From the Princeton (N. J.) Standard, we take the 
following account of the resuscitation of the Nassau 
Hall Bible Society, which will interest many of our 
readers : 

On Saturday last a very interesting meeting was 
held in the chapel of the College, to revive that an- 
cient and honoured association, the Nassau Hall Bible 
Society, first organized in 1813, three years previous 
to the American Bible Society. The exercises were 
opened with prayer by Rey. President Maclean; 
Mr. 8. M. Gardner of the senior class, was called 
to the chair, and Mr. E. D. Ledyard, also of 
the senior class, elected secretary. President Mac- 
lean stated the object of the meeting, and gave 
a brief but very interesting account of the ori- 
gin and history of the society, in whose early 
records his own name so often appears. He stated 
that the society was first formed in the year 1813, 
and that its first president was William A. McDow- 
ell, widely known in his after lite. Its first sec- 
retary was one of New Jersey’s most honoured 
sons, William Pennington. To this society is due 
the inception of the regular systematic distribution 
of the Scriptures in New Jersey. In 1827, under its 
auspices chiefly, sixty young gentlemen, mostly of 
the college and seminary, visited every family in 
the State, finding 5,000 destitute of the Word of God. 
He paid a deserved tribute to the Rev. Dr. Job F. 
Halsey, now of Norristown, Pa., to whom was due 
the suggestion and the plan of the work in this 
State, and to the memory of the Rev. Robert Baird, 
now gone to a large reward, for the principal agency 
in carrying it out. Probably no man in the country 
was so instrumental in enlistin: Christian people 
in the great benevolent operations of the day, as 
he. Itis interesting to observe in the records of the 
earliest proceedings of this society names of so maay 
who subsequently became eminent in the church 
and state; as Drs. Ashbel Green, Alexander, Miller, 
Stanhope Smith, Biggs, John Breckenridge, P. C. 
Hay, Van Rensselaer, among those who have passed 
away; aud Drs. Hodge, Magie, and Boardman, 
Bishop Mellvaine, and others, among the living. 
Dr Maclean further stated the very interesting fact, 
that having been connected with the society almost 
from its organization, he had not known one person 
bearing a prominent part in its affairs who was not 
at the time or did not subsequently become an avow- 
ed Christian. 

The society was sustained by the students in an ~ 
active vigorous manner, until the time of the erec- 
tion of Whig and Clio Halls. So much energy was 
concentrated in the building of those gems of Gre- 
cian architecture, ornaments to the college grounds 
and our ancient borough, that some other good 
things, including the Bible society, came to be neg- 
lected. No meetings have been held in the interim. 

Dr. Sheldon, of the American Bible Society, fol- 
lowed, and said, among other things, that although 
New Jersey is covered with like societies for the 
diffusion of God’s Word, and every part of it had 


been explored and supplied, yet the early work of 


the Nassau Hall Bible Society could never be forgot- 


ten, while the memories of it would now exert a ge- 
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nial influence on all its future career. He rejoiced 
in its reorganization, which he had long desired. 

Prof. Stephen Alexander, a former president of 
the society, gave some cheering reminiscences of the 
early meetings of the society, and the presence and 
co-operation of Drs. Miller and Green on those in- 
teresting occasions. 

Prof, Atwater followed in expressions of his hear- 
ty approval of the enterprise, making important sug- 
gestions as to its desired success. 

The meeting was well attended by the students of 
the college, and was of a most interesting charac- 
ter, promising well for the future.

An Interesting Anniversary. 

The Dutchess County (N. Y.) Female Bible Society 
held its fiftieth anniversary in the Presbyterian 
Church in Amenia, N. Y., on the 31st of August, in 
the very place in which it was organized, nearly two 
years betore the formation of the American Bible 
Society. A correspondent writes us: 

The church was richly festooned with evergreens 
for the oceasion. On the right of the pulpit was 
inscribed the year in which the society was formed, 
“1814; and on the left, “1864.” Back of the pul- 
pit, in large letters, appeared “‘ The Book ;”’ while 
on the right of it were these words, “A lamp unto 
my feet ;” and on the left, “A light unto my path ;” 
and back of the orchestra, “Let us sing unto the 
Lord.” All these inscriptions were made with let- 
ters of evergreen, beautifully wrought by the la- 
dies connected with the society, denoting their deter- 
mination never to intermit their efforts to promote 
this sacred object while they live. 

The meeting was opened with the reading of the 
Scriptures by the Rev. Mr. Smith, and prayer by the 
Rev. Mr. Birch, both of Amenia. The annual report 
was then read by the Rev. Mr. Seely, from which it 
appears that the receipts of the society for the last 
year amounted to $508 68, while for the entire fifty 
years of its existence they amounted to $10,400 63! 

A yery interesting letter was read from the first 
president of the society, who is still living in the 
town of Franklin, at the age of seventy-seven, and 
the society’s history was read by Rev. Mr. M‘Cord, 
of Wassaic; after which, addresses were delivered 
by Rev. 8. Ireneus Prime, D.D., a delegate from the 
American Bible Society, and Rev. H. Brownson, that 
Society’s Agent in Eastern New York. Dr, Prime 
was present at the society’s twenty-fifth anniversary ; 
and his review of the progress of the Bible work dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century, and his statements 
in relation to the wonderful success attending the 
efforts of the American Bible Society both at home 
and abroad, were deeply interesting, and well caleu- 
lated to incite all who heard him to greater diligence 
and earnestness in the prosecution of this divinely- 
favoured object. It is stated that only fifteen per- 
sons were present on this occasion who were present 
at the anniversary twenty-five years ago. Thus are 
we impressively taught, that while the friends of the 
Bible and of the Bible cause are passing away, this 
sacred Cause still lives and gloriously advances, 
while “the Word of the Lord endureth for ever.”

New Hampshire Bible Society. 
_ The fifty-third annual meeting of the New Hamp- 
shire Bible Society was held at Concord on the 14th 
of June last, and addresses were delivered by Dea. 
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Wm. G. Brown, Rev. Dr. Flanders, Horace Webster, 
Esq., and Rev. Daniel Butler, agent of the Massa- 
chusetts Bible Society. The receipts of the society 
for the year amounted to $5,956 93, and its issues 
of Bibles and Testaments to 9,639 volumes. The 
total value of books donated during the year by 
county societies and by individual agents, and at the 
depository, is $475 71, of which $188 98 was do- 
nated to soldiers, and $121 07 to the U.S. ships of 
war at Portsmouth navy yard. The value of books 
paid to the life members of the New Hampshire Bible 
Society is $162 67. 

Associated with this society [says the annual 
report] are thirteen auxiliaries, embracing counties 
or portions of counties; and each of these auxil- 
iaries has its depository, and in some cases two, In 
order to accommodate the people and secure a sup- 
ply of the Scriptures where they are needed. In 
many of the towns in the territories of the auxilia- 
ries, are men and women giving gratuitous service 
in supplying the destitute and in collecting funds. 
The number of such in the entire State amounts to 
several hundred. 

Rev. Amasa Brown was employed by the society 
to supply all the soldiers who should go from 
New Hampshire into the national army, and in the 
performance of his work he distributed 1,500 copies 
of the New Testament among them. Dea. Wm. G. 
Brown, the society’s distributing agent, reports that 
in the towns of Alexandria, Danbury, Hill, Wilmot, 
Andover, New London, and Salisbury, he had found 
ninety families without the Bible, and that, owing 
to the kind attentions of the people, his expenses for 
the whole tour in those towns amounted to only 
two dollars. This same distributer has just supplied 
the city of Manchester for the sixth time. He vis- 
ited 2,825 families there, in the prosecution of his 
work, and found about sixty of them without Bibles. 
Most of the Roman Catholic families upon which 
he called had Bibles in their possession, prepared 
for their own use. Rev. N. L. Chase reports that in 
visiting 800 families in the vicinity of Epping and 
Deerfield, twenty-one were found without an entire 
copy of the Bible. Some of these were poor, and 
received it with tears of joy and with many thanks. 

Our only seaport, and the navy yard and the 
forts in the vicinity [continues the report], have 
received attention. The following supplies have 
been made by Rev. Mr. Madbury to our national 
ships: to the Ossipee we have given fifty-five books, 
to the Fernandina fifty-two, to the St. Lawrence 
sixy-six, to the Nipsic fifty-four, to the Agawam 
thirty-nine, to the Alabama fifty-three, to the Pio- 
neer ten, to the Undalia seven, and to the New 
Hampshire seventy-two. This latter ship has 1,100 
men, 200 of whom are from the rebel service and 
enlisted in our navy, and 300 of whom are contra- 
bands. At Fort Sullivan we have given seventeen 
books, and at Fort Constitution fifteen. To a Bible 
class at Fort Constitution we have given thirty 
books, to sick soldiers thirteen, and to contrabands 
seventeen The individual wants of the poor were 
also supplied. a 

In this way is this old and efficient society per- 
forming its work. In reviewing its efforts to dis- 
seminate the knowledge of God’s Word in its field, 
it must be a satisfaction to those who are charged 
with the responsibility of labouring for its welfare 
to know, that during all those fifty-three years of its’ 
history, it has been so eminently the object of the 
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Divine favour, and that it has so truly answered the 


end of its organization.

Massachusetts Bible Society, 

The Massachusetts Bible Society held its fifty-fifth 
anniversary in the Central Church, Boston, on the 
23d of May, and addresses were delivered by the 
president, Hon. Samuel H. Walley, Hon. A. H. Bul- 
lock, and Rev. Lachlin Taylor. 

The income of the society from all sources for the 
year past was $30,519 48, and the whole amount sent 
from Massachusetts to the treasury of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society was $39,116 02. The expendi- 
tures of the society amounted to $21,927 69, and 
the donations of the society to the Parent Institution 
to $3,245 95. 

The number of Bibles and Testaments issued by 
the society during the year was 61,268. The gra- 
tuitous issues of the society amounted to 22,597 vol- 
umes. Of these, not less than 16,644 volumes were 
distributed among soldiers and sailors ; while 1,050 
were given to destitute resident individuals and fam- 
ilies, 2,000 to Sabbath schools, 1,273 to city mis- 
sions, 1,010 to public institutions and public houses, 
and 620 to the destitute in other States. 

In relation to the distribution among soldiers, the 
society’s report says: ‘ Multiplying testimonies to 
the value of this form of charity we have from those 
who labour among the soldiers, as well as from the 
soldiers themselves. Not a few have read the Scrip- 
tures for the first time in camp, and through the 
Divine Spirit have been led to accept the salvation 
they offer. No fairer field for the circulation of the 
Word of Life exists than that which is found among 
our brave defenders, and from none is gathered-a 
richer harvest.” 

It is gratifying to know that, “through the Divine 
favour, all those who were officially connected with 
the society at the beginning of the year, were spared 
to witness its prosperity at the close of the same, and 
to labour still further in its behalf ;” and that, not- 
withstanding the excitements and commotions-exist- 
ing in our country, the society “‘has been enabled 
to prosecute its work to an extent scarcely exceeded” 
in any previous year of its history. 

A very able corps of officers superintends the inter- 
ests of this time-honoured and useful institution.

How the Bible is Received in Wisconsin. 


A few months since, an application for Bibles and 
Testaments was received by the Board of this Soci- 
ety, from Rey. S. A. Ashman, of Rural, Waupaca 
County, Wis., for distribution among the poor; and 
the following communication from him, shows how 
the books which were granted were received : 

I thank you most sincerely for the donation of 
Bibles and Testaments which the A. B. Society has 
just sent to me. They will prove a most important 
aid to me in my field of missionary labour. The 
Testaments in large type give the greatest delight to 
some aged persons, who have been deprived for many 
years of reading any part of God’s precious Word. 
Tears of the deepest gratitude were shed, when | 
distributed these books, and prayers were offered in 
behalf of the kind benefactors who sent them ; and

The Bible Cause in Illinois, 

Rev. Amasa Lord, our Agent for Iinois, has just 
sent us a summary of the annual report of fourteen 
of the auxiliaries in his field, which have held their 
meetings quite recently, from which we are happy 
to learn that there are 143 branch societies connected 
with these auxiliaries, and that during the past 
year they have together visited 11,172 families, leav- 
ing with them the Word of Life, finding 355 of them 
destitute, and supplying nearly all of them with this 
priceless treasure. The value of Bibles and Testa- 
ments put into cireulation by these societies during 
the year was $2,545 84; while the whole amount re- 
ceived by them both from donations and sales 
was $6,954 04. The societies which have per- 
formed this noble work are those of the counties of 
Effingham, Ford, Jefferson, Jasper, Kendall, Liv- 
ingston, Marshall, Pike, Pratt, Pulaski, Scott, Wash- 
ington, Will, and Vermillion. 

During the month of July, the assistant and coun- 
ty agents, most of whom are employed by the auxili- 
aries, visited 173 Bible organizations ; attended 179 
Bible society meetings; delivered 184 Bible society 
sermons and addresses ; addressed forty-nine Sabbath 
schools and children’s Bible meetings ; travelled over 
7,000 miles ; visited 5,783 families and places of bus- 
iness ; found 238 families destitute of the Scriptures, 
all of whom excepting thirty-five were supplied ; se- 
cured 120 life memberships of the American Bible 
Societ, besides other subscriptions, amounting to 
$1,966 04; wrote 342 letters on Bible society busi- 
ness ; sent out 1,141 cireulars; and received in cash 
for the Bible cause $5,798 13.

The Bible in the Army, 

The following letter from Rev. H. A. Reid, chap- 
lain of the Fifth Regiment of Wisconsin Volunteers, 
was written in the breastworks before Petersburg, 
and addressed to Mr. Pierson of the New York Bible 
Society. It presents a very satisfactory view of the 
influence which the Word of God exerts in our 


armies: 


“From my observation and experience, I think 
the Bible is more read and reverenced by men in 
the army than it was by the same men at home. 
Last spring, one of my men told me how hurt he 
was, once on a march, at seeing another soldier 


| throwing a Testament into the fire with some extra 
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luggage which he was discarding. Of course, he was 
too tired to carry an extra ounce; yet my inform- 
ant thought it was very wrong in him not to lay 
the Testament carefully somewhere, where it would 
not get damaged by rain, and then some one else 
might find it who really needed it. That’s what 
he’d have done. While in camp last winter, I took 
pains to furnish every man who would carry a Bible 
or Testament with a copy, and among those I sup- 
plied were three French and a number of German 
copies. I had a call for one or two Norwegian cop- 
ies, but could not procure them. I got these sup- 
plies from the Christian Commission. 

“ During this extraordinary and terrible campaign, 
I have frequently noticed soldiers sitting in line of 
battle. with rebel picket and sharpshooters’ bullets 
whistling over them, quietly reading the New Test- 
ament.. Many who have been_killed, had left a re- 
quest that their soldier Testaments should be sent 
home, with other precious trinkets, as memorial keep- 
sakes for their friends. I have often found little 
groups of men listening attentively to some one of 
their number reading aloud from the Neriptures, and 
occasionally asking questions of one another, or mak- 
ing some doctrinal comment. Many of the men 
make a ease of cloth, or pasteboard, or leather, or 
rawhide, to carry their Bible or Testament in—a 
carefulness which they do not manifest for any oth- 
er article they carry. I have many a time found 
groups of men glad to give up card-playing for some 
good and useful reading matter. They always apol- 
ogize, when approached kindly in such cases, by 
saying, ‘Well, we must do something to fill up the 
time.’ And I think the amount of card-playing in a 
regiment is always in proportion to the faithfulness 
or negligence of the chaplain, in the duties he owes 
to the men. 1| think full three fourths.of all the 
men in my regiment now have a copy of the Testa- 
ment, or a pocket Bible, notwithstanding we have 
nearly a hundred Germans, some of whom have no 
sort of belief in anything spiritual. We also have a 
few men not Germans who hold similar views; but 
they always treat me with entire respectfulness, and 
have frequently read religious tracts and papers at 
my request. 

“T think, on an average, at least every third man 
in the regiment is a regular subscriber to some one 
or more weekly papers, and from filteen to twenty 
daily papers are regularly purchased when they 
come round, and I get from forty to fifty copies every 
week of various religious and secular papers sent to 
me for the men. The number of letters written will 
average about two a week for every man in the 
regiment, And the fear or apprehension sometimes 
broached in civil life, that our soldiers are coming 
home a lawless, drunken, demoralized set of men, is 
a foolish and wicked insult to our brave and faithful 
army. I tell you, these men, on an average, are 
going home better men and better citizens (because 
they have proved the meaning and worth of Ameri- 
can citizenship) than when they left home in the 
fiery flash of an enthusiastic and righteous indigna- 
tion. Most mén-now recognise the hand of God in 
this great war struggle, though they did not at first, 
Behold, the Lord reigneth.”—New York Eve. Post.

Thanks for Bibles Granted to the Confederate Army west 
of the Mississippi, 

The following letter from Mr. Ethel H. Porter, of 
Memphis, Tenn., communicates the gratitude awak- 


ened by the announcement of the recent grant of the 
American Bible Society to the “ Trans-Mississippi 
Confederate Army” : 

This morning yours of the 5th inst. came to hand, 
containing the welcome announcement of the favour- 
able response of the Board of Managers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, to our recent application for 
50,000 Bibles and Testaments, for the Trans- Miss- 
issippi Confederate armies, as well as other destitute 
citizens in that region. We accept this munificent 
grant with profound gratitude, and yet with tremb- 
ling. Before this grant was made by the Board of 
Managers, we felt that the responsibility was with 
them (at least in part) of supplying the great desti- 
tute in this section of the country, to which these 
Scriptures are to be sent; whereas now, the responsi- 
bility rests upon us to see that they are faithfully 
distributed ; and we feel in these circumstances like 
exclaiming, ‘* Who is sufficient for these things ?” 

I join you heartily in the closing sentiment of 
your letter: ‘‘ May the best blessings of God, the God 
of the Bible, go with these precious books.”

The Foreign Work. 

During the past month we have received some 
encouraging items in regard to the work in various 
points in the foreign department. Intelligence from 
abroad is furnished in full detail in longer letters ; 
but a few particulars, not without interest, are briefly 
given here. 

PrRv.—Some months ago, a grant of books was 
made for distribution in Lima by Mr. Thomas E. 
Sutherland. A letter has just been received from 
him.expressing his gratification, stating his willing- 
ness to perform this service, and asking further sup- 
ply. ‘It is hoped that God is opening a door in Peru 
for the circulation of the Scriptures. — 

Cuit1.—The good work continues in Valparaiso. 
The Valparaiso Bible Society held its third annual 
meeting on the 8th of February, the report of the 
managers showing a good year’s work. A more 
detailed account may be found on another page. 

Mexico.—The accounts received from Mexico 
are still encouraging, the wor< continuing to pros- 
per. No hinderance or impediment has arisen thus 
far; and our Agent gains access to the people. There 
is a great desire among the people to learn the En- 
glish language; hence, the Spanish and English 
Testament is in great demand. President Juarez 
has published a decree admitting all books into the 
country free of duty. Good success attends the 
labours of distribution, Among Mexican troops in 
Monterey 193 volumes were distributed. We have 
received the copy of a letter of a Mexican converted 
through the instrumentality of Rev. James Hickey, 
whom he addresses as “My esteemed brother in 
Jesus Christ,” in which he professes his “ faith in 
the Lamb of God that takes away the sins of the 
world.” * 

ARGENTINE Conreperation.—Mr. Andrew M. 
Milne, recently appointed Agent of this Society, has 
located bimself at Rosario, capital of the province of 
Santa Fe, this being unoccupied ground, and at the 
same time affording a promising field. He has taken 


out a licence to sell books, and rented a small room 
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for a depot. He has already made a satisfactory 
beginning. In one day, by colportage, he sold four 
Spanish Bibles, three [talian and two Spanish Testa- 
ments, and two Italian and four Spanish Psalms. In 
nine days he sold 129 copies. 

Denmark.—Rev. Mr. Willerup, of Copenhagen, 
reports the distribution, by sale and donation, of 
2,655 volumes. He sold 1 954, and distributed gra- 
tuitously 701. 

GeRMany.—We have still great encouragement in 
Germany. The Rey. Mr. Jacoby is labouring dili- 
gently to sow the good seed in various parts of Ger- 
many to which he has access, in the German Cantons 
of Switzerland. In a letter recently received from 
him, he says: 

‘Our Bible colporteur, Feldman, is now in Schles- 
wig Holstein among the soldiers. We have distrib- 
uted many Testaments among them; and as there 
are many Catholics among the Austrians, there is 
great hope that the Testaments will make their way 
to Roman Catholic countries, In the Grand Duchy 
of Baden a very active colporteur is employed in 
selling the Scriptures..... You will be pleased to 
learn that a friend of ours, Miss H. , in visiting 
the Bath Gastein, in Austria, with her father—an 
entirely Catholic country—has been very diligent in 
distributing New Testaments. She has done so for 
about four years, and has already seen the fruit of it 
this year. Praise the Lord for it.”’ 

Inp1a.—We have a letter from Rev. Dr. Butler, 
of the Methodist Mission at Bareilly, acknowledg- 
ing a grant of books and funds from this Society, 
stating that good progress is making in printing the 
Book of Psalms on the Mission press, and promising 
further information.

Affairs in Constantinople. ae 

We have received from Mr. Bliss, our Agent at 
Constantinople, an account of the act of the Turkish 
government in closing our Bible depository, and other 
religious book establishments in that city. The ac- 
count corresponds with the statements in the relig- 
ious and secular papers, only it is given by Mr. Bliss 
more in detail. It appears that five of the converted 
Turks—inecluding Mr. Williams, the first convert, 
now a preacher in the employ of the English soci- 
ety—were seized by the police and thrown into prison. 
It was on Sabbath, and Mr, W. was arrested at the 
door of his chapel; but he was subsequently told that 
a mistake had been made, and he wasreleased. The 
other four were retained. Mr. Bliss proceeds: 

Early this morning [Monday, July 18] a police 
force appeared at our bookstore, stating that they 
were under orders to close it. The salesman remon- 
strated, saying that his employers had not arrived. 
Soon after. the mission treasurer, Rev. Mr. Wash- 
burn, and Mr. Sellor, depositary of the British and 
Foreign Rible Society, arrived and received the or- 
ders from the police. The latter were told that the 
building was under the protection of the foreign 
embassies, and could be closed by their authority 
alone. . Two soldiers were then stationed at the door 
to prevent the taking away of any books. The po- 
licemen returned to their superior for instructions. 
Mr. Washburn at the same time went to the Ameri- 
ean embassy, and Mr. Sellor to the English. De- 

tained at my home on business, I did not reach the 


store until one o’clock. The soldiers were guarding 
the door and two policemen were seated in the sales- 
room as I entered and passed to my office up stairs. 
Before I had taken my seat, or had time for an 
inquiry as to the cause of this strange proceeding, 
an order was given me to leave at once, that the 
place might’ be shut up under the seal of the police. 
I remonstrated and demanded of the police officer 
his warrant. He referred to his dress and showed 
his seal as proof of his authority. I asked for the 
reason, ‘‘ The order of my superior,” was his reply. 
He was told that we are foreigners, and by the 
concessions of the Ottoman government were under 
the protection of our embassy, and responsible to 
the Turkish authorities through the embassy alone. 
While conversing upon the matter, and seeking to 
gain time, that word might come from one of the 
embassies to which application had been made by 
Mr. Washburn and Mr. Sellor, we were informed that 
several Protestant rooms had been shut vp before 
coming to ours, and that others remained to be closed 
and put under guard. The office where our printing 
is done is also closed. The demand was again made 
by the police that we leave, as their orders from 
their superior were peremptory, and they could not 
defer their work longer. I still refused to go; and 
the reply was, that if we persisted in the refusal, 
there was a squad of soldiers below who would put 
us out by foree. Finding that all our remonstrances 
were of no avail, Rev. Mr. Long, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who was with me at the time, 
and myself, decided to leave, and throw the whole 
responsibility upon the police. The doors and shut- 
ters were immediately closed, the former being ealed, 
and two soldiers stationed to guard the premises. 
We went at once to John P. Brown, Esq., who in 
the absence-of the minister is chargé d’affaires, and 


| reported the case in full, demanding through him, 


from the authorities, redress for the insult to the 
Society, and to myself as an American citizen at- 
tending in a proper, quiet manner to my duties as 
its Agent, and also demanding indemnity for any 
losses that might be the result of these violent, un- 
just proceedings. Rev. George Washburn liad done 
the same in behalf of the missionaries of the Board. 
Mr. Brown took up the matter with promptness and 
energy, and, while we were in his office, addressed a 
strong note to Ali Pasha, the minister of foreign 
affairs. We feel this summary closing of our estab- 
lishment, and the insult tous which it involves, all 
the more from the fact that the veriest wine shop 
that is kept by a person under foreign protection is 
safe, by law, from violent intrusion on the part of 
the police, save with a warrant from the legation 
whose protection is over its owner. 


July 19th, evening.—I have officially addressed a 
note to the United States Legation in regard to the 
violeut proceedings of the 'Turkish police. yesterday, 
in forcibly ejecting me from my office. In the morn- 
ing, the missionaries of the board and the brethren 
of the Christian Missionary Society of England met, 
for prayer and consultation as to what course should 
be pursued, separately and unitedly to secure our 
rights, and redress for their infringement by the 
police. Mr. Brown visited the minister of foreign 
affairs this afternoon, at the request of his highness, 
to confer with him upon this affair. During the 
interview, Ali Pasha accused the American mis- 
sionaries of publishing and industriously circulating 
books in which the religion of the Turks is assailed 
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most abusively and vehemently, and also that they 
had printing presses secreted in various places, from 
which were issued clandestinely other most scanda- 
lous and offensive publications. Mr. Brown was pre- 
pared for such a charge, and able to deny the state- 
ments in toto. The books referred to were written 
by an Englishman and printed in England ; and we 
Americans have all felt that (while these books are 
destitute of all terms abusive of the Mohammedan 
religion, and are written with a proper spirit) it was 
very unfortunate that these books should be distrib- 
uted secretly and without the seal of the censor or 
the customhouse. For this the American residents 
have not the least responsibility. During this inter- 
view, his highness assured Mr. Brown that the gov- 
ernment did not object to the Bible or any other 
books in favour of Christianity, neither for preach- 
ing nor calm discussions. Mr. Brown obtained from 
his highness a pledge that the bookstore should be 
opened, assuring him that no books were published 
or sold by us that had not the approval of the cen- 
sor, or were not received from abroad under the seal 
of the customhouse. Mr. B. also invited a thorough 
examination of the establishment. On his return 
from this interview with the minister of foreign 
affairs, it was too late to attend to the police formal- 
ities, and the opening of the bookstore was conse- 
quently deferred until to-morrow. 

20th, evening.—This has been a hard, wearisome 
day. The police kept Mr. Washburn, Mr. Sellor, 
and myself, anxiously waiting until noon, when they 
appeared at the bookstore, removed the seal, opened 
the doors and shutters, and, with a gentleman from 
the board of education, proceeded to examine the 
books. We offered them every facility for their 
work, and courted the most careful investigation. 
The officers were evidentiy astounded at the number 
and kinds of books in our salesroom. You are aware 
that the books of the American and English Bible 
Societies, the London and American Tract Societies, 
and those of the Mission, are, for the sake of conve- 
nience and economy, stored in different parts of the 
same building and sold from the salesroom. As the 
officers passed their eyes around, they drew a heavy 
sigh, but began their work, taking note of the Bibles, 
Testament and Psalms, and other books in the va- 
rious languages. After they had finished the sales- 
room, they proceeded to the storeroom on the same 
floor, but found nothing contraband, They then 
inqvired in regard to the books remaining, and stood 
amazed when told that they had examined not a 
third of the books. They left at half-past five, to 
return in the morning. Two of the policemen 
were very intelligent-looking men. One of them, 
taking up a Turkish Bible done up in gilt, said 
he should like that, but he had not money to pay 
for such a copy. The other said, in a whisper, 
that he owned a Testament in Turkish, had read it, 
and knew about its contents. Another said, ‘‘ There 
are a great many books here that I would like to 
read.” We said, “‘ After your examination is over, 
come and look at the books at your leisure,’ ‘¢ Ah !?? 
said he, ‘if I do so they ‘will call me a Protestant.” 
The city is full of excitement, and our bookstore and 
the work of the missionary here is the theme in all 
coffeeshops. Our enemies are in high excitement 
and rejoice greatly. But we shall come out of this 
examination with clean papers, and we believe that 
great good will be the result. 

The judge of the English consular court in this city 


pronounces the conduct of the police, in closing all 
our establishments, a most outrageous violation of 
the rights of the English and American residents. 
Nothing official has, to our knowledge, been done by 
Sir Henry Bulwer. Mr. Brown’s efforts have been 
all that could be desired. He spent several hours at 
our bookstore yesterday, to see and help on the inves- 
tigation. I regret to add, that four of the baptized 
Turks are still in prison. I can write no more. I 
will endeavour to keep you informed of all that 
takes place.

In a second letter, dated July 28th, Mr. Bliss 
says : 

My letter of last week was despatched just as the 
commissioner from the government and the police 
were completing their examination of the immense 
stock of books in our building. They found nothing 
contraband, and left us to work with open doors. 
On Saturday, the rooms for conversation and preach- 
ing occupied by Mr. Curtis, of the Gospel Propaga- 
tion Society, were examined and opened. On Mon- 
day, the rooms of Dr. Pfander, of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, were also searched, and there the 
contraband books, as they are called, were found to 
the number of thirty or forty. These, with old 
manuscripts and covers of this same book (that had 
been removed. evidently to send the book by post), 
were taken to the chief of the police. The room 
was then left to the quiet possession of its owner. 
The same day, the printing office where the Turkish 
New Testament, by Dr. Schauffler, is being printed 
was opened, our work having been stopped a week. 
The same day, one other printing office and book- 
store, not at all connected with us, were opened, the 
police saying to the owners, “You must not feel 
badly ; we have done the same to the English and 
Americans that we have done to you,” ete. 

But the poor prisoners are not yet released, and 
the probability is that they will be sent into tempo- 
rary exile, 

You will desire to know the cause of this remark- 
able action of the Turkish government. There has 
been for some time past a large party of Turks in 
the city who have expressed themselves dissatisfied 
with the religion of the Koran, and the status of the 
empire, This party, in various forms, have peti- 
tioned for changes, and also to be set off by them- 
selves, to have a mosque given them for their new 
worship, ete., ete. These Turks have been called 
Protestants because of their protests. Doubtless, 
some of them have read the Bible and derived many 
of their notions from it. But they have had noth- 
ing to do with us, and their moyement has been 
more political than religious. These things became 
known to the Sultan. The bigots of the city ob- 
tained access to him. Fuad Pasha was accused of 


being of that party, or at least favouring their views. - 


He and others of the ministry saw their danger and 
consulted together, and, as we believe, with Sir 
Henry Bulwer, and the result was what i related in 
my letter of last week. 


A second memorial was presented to Mr. Brown, 
by Mr. Washburn in behalf of the Mission, and 
myself in behalf of the American Bible Society. 
We asked for at least permission to publish, over the 
name of his highness Aali Pasha, a statement that. 
our premises had been closed through misapprehen- 


sion as to the character of the books sold there, and 
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that this misapprehension having proved unfounded, 
the restrictions had been removed. The reply of 
Aali Pasha was to the effect that we might publish, 
over his name, that “the bookstore that had been 
closed by the police, on suspicion that prohibited 
books were sold there, had been opened, no such 
books having been found there.’ But the hour for 
the closing the mail has come, and I can write no 
more.

So the bookstore is opened, and printing operations 
are allowed to proceed again. Still, the four con- 
verted Turks are not released; and it has been 
decided that, while Christian books may be sold in 
bookshops, colportage is not allowed, and that preach- 
ing must be confined to churches and chapels, and 
not attempted in khans and public places. But it 
is not known that this applies to any place beyond 
the city of Constantinople. Whether the decision 
will be persisted in even there remains to be seen. 
We hope that this unrighteous law will be repealed. 

Germany, 

The following resolutions were adopted by the Ger- 
man Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
held at Basle, Switzerland, which were transmitted 
to us by Rey. C. H. Doering, secretary of the con- 
ference : 

1. That we tender to the American Bible Society 
our heartiest thanks for the aid rendered unto us 
also, in the past year, to spread the Holy Scriptures. 

2. That we respectfully request the American 
Bible Society to continue this their support during 
the course of the present year. = 

3. That we direct the attention of all the preach- 
ers of our Conference to our former resolutions 
passed, to raise in all our societies a collection for 
the Bible Society. 

4. That we will implore the blessing of the Lord 
upon all those who are actively engaged in the spread 
of the Holy Scriptures.

Valparaiso Bible Society. _ 

In the Christian World for August, we find the 
following notice of the Valparaiso Bible Society, in 
a letter from the Rey. Nathaniel P. Gilbert, of San- 
tiago. The colporteur referred to is the one who 
has been sustained by the American Bible Society, 
whose journals have from time to time appeared in 
our columns: 

The annual report has just come tohand. It con- 
tains Rev. Mr. Trumbull’s address, with extracts 
from the journal of the colporteur. This society, 
now in its fourth year, has accomplished much. 
The Christians in Valparaiso deserve credit for com- 
mencing and sustaining among themselves this or- 
ganization. Would that its funds might be in- 
creased. They would be wisely and effectively em- 
ployed in diffusing light. Donations for the year 
have been about $1,000, and note the results: “650 
copies of the Holy Scriptures in various languages 
have been put into circulation, divided almost equally 
between sales in the depository and by the colpor- 
teur. Of religious volumes, 3,091 have been sold, 
2,448 of them in the depository, 643 by the colpor-

teur outside. The total sales in Scriptures and 
other books have risen to 3,750 volumes, amounting 
in cash to a fraction less than $1,500. Tracts to 
the number of 20,000 and 4,000 periodicals, have 
been given away.’ 

Our little depository has been open in Santiago 
some four months. The sales have been small; 
the beginning is feeble. Mr. Wood has many oppor- 
tunities for religious conversations and discussions. 
It is to be hoped that good will result from these 
efforts. The clergy are at work in a quiet way to 
check his work. At first theological students came 
to the store. They never come now. Young men 
from the Institute once came moré than they now do. 
Our Bibles are represented as false, which much 
prevents their sale. An enemy predicted that we 
should “get into a row;’’ but this has not hap- 
pened. As yet no notice has appeared in any paper 
against the work. LEvil-minded and bigoted persons 
have tried to induce the government to prohibit our 
Bibles from coming into the country, but to no pur- 
pose. To sustain our depository, Mr. Trumbull and 
Mr. Williamson (a member of his congregation) have 
each contributed fifty dollars. Mr. T. was here last 
week, and we resolved to take a step in advance, 
viz., to post up large handbills about the city adver- 
tising the Bibles, and others to advertise his recent 
sermon occasioned by the burning of the church. In 
Valparaiso they have disposed of upwards of 400 
copies.
